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BE UP AND ‘DOING. 


The recent order in council 
passed by the Dominion govern- 
ment, cancelling all previous ex- 
emptions and calling, for all 
young men from 20 to 23 years 
of age to report, has been the 
cause of much criticism thro- 


* ughout the country. Most, if 


u 


not all, the criticism comes from 
the farmers and those immed- 
iately effected by the order. In 
some cases it has been stated 
that the government has broken 


- faith with the people, as its sup- 


porters had stated prior to the 
election that farmers sons who 
were boni fide producers were. to 
be exempted. While it .is true 
that such promises were made 
last December, yet it must be 
remembered that a great change 
has taken place in the situation 
throughout the world since that 
time. It must also be remem- 
bered that the present govern- 
ment got its mandate from the 
people of Canada last December 
and that mandate said in no un- 
mistakable terms that’ Canada 
was determined to stay in this 
conflict to the last. man and the 
last dollar. 

To be-sure the new order will 
bring sadness to many.a home. 
It will upset: plans. hitherto 
made, It will catch young men 
who thought they were safe be- 
tween the handles of a plow, and 


it will catch others who beat: a 


hasty retreat from town and 
city, countryward. It may 
mean that hundreds of acres of 


land will be left unsown. It 


may, and doubtless will, mean all 
this, but after a secret session 
of the Dominion parliament, 
when-the present situation was 
reviewed such a course was de- 
cided upon as the only means 
whereby Canada could take its 
proper place in the fight for de- 
mocracy and justice. 

There should. be no excuse for 
lessening the area to be put in 
crop’ by ‘those concerned.. Suf: 
ficient time will be allowed 
young men to do all the ‘spring 
work previously planned and’ if 
they are sufficiently alive to the 
‘seriousness of the situation they 
will not fall down in their duty. 
No anxiety need be entertained 
as to the harvesting of the crop. 
By the registration which takes 
place next month a record will 
be secured of all available man 
and woman power in the Doe 
minion and we have it on good 
authority that if necessary 
schools, stores, offices and fac- 
tories will be closed down com- 
pletely during harvest and all 
men and women conscripted to 
work ‘in the harvest fields. 

Such a condition of affairs is 
hard to ‘realize in this country 
but it must be remembered 
these are serioiis times; The 


world is passing through — the. 


gravest crisis in its history and 
the fate of future generations 
depends on our actions today. 
“Let us, then, be up and doing, 
With. a heart for any fate, 
Still achieving, still pursuing, 
Learn to labor and to wait.”
